Advising  Center 
opens  at  WPCC 

Expanding  counseling  services  are 
now  available  to  Western  Piedmont 
Community  College  students  with  the 
opening  of  a  new  Advising  Center. 

The  center  will  be  staffed  by  coun- 
selors, interns,  faculty,  and  student 
counselors  from  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  the 
college  honor  society.  Dr.  Nancy 
Moore,  dean  of  student  services,  cited 
the  decision  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa  to 
staff  the  center  "as  the  precipitating 
factor  that  got  the  Advising  Center  off 
the  drawing  board  onto  the  launch 
pad."

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WPCC  president  resigning

Dr.  Gordon  C.  Blank,  president 
of  Western  Piedmont  Community 
College  since  1967,  will  resign 
Monday  to  accept  the  presidency 
of  Adirondack  Community  College 
in  Glens  Falls,  N.Y. 

Blank's  appointment  was  made 
Wednesday  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  State  University  of  New 
York,  which  governs  the  commu- 
nity college  and  university  system 
of  that  state. 

Blank  said  today  that  he  plans  to 
make  the  move  to  New  York  some- 
time in  July  or  August.  He  de- 
scribes the  Adirondack  Commu- 
nity College  as  "very  similar"  to 
Western  Piedmont,  but  somewhat 
larger,  with  a  student  body  of 
1,700  to  1,800. 


The  announcement  of  Blank's 
move  to  Adirondack  came  prema- 
turely following  yesterday's  ap- 
pointment. Blank  said  he  had 
planned  to  submit  his  resignation 
to  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Western  Piedmont  Community 
College  Board  of  Trustees  Monday 
afternoon,  asking  at  that  time  how 
the  local  announcement  should  be 
made.  But  the  appointment  was 
announced  by  United  Press  Inter- 
national before  Blank  had  re- 
turned from  the  board  meeting  in 
New  York. 

"I  have  mixed  feelings  about 
leaving  Burke  County,"  Blank  said 
this  morning.  "This  is  where  we 
have  raised  our  family.  I'm  sorry  to 
leave  the  area  and  our  friends,  but 
at  the  same  time.  I'm  looking  for- 
ward to  the  new  location." 

He  said  the  move  to  Adirondack 


offers  an  "opportunity  for  profes- 
sional growth  and  development." 

Blank  came  to  Western  Pied- 
mont from  Indiana  State  University 
in  Terre  Haute,  where  he  taught 
education  and  audio-visual  com- 
munications courses. 

For  2y2  years,  he  served  as  the 
first  dean  of  instruction  at  Western 
Piedmond  Community  College, 
succeeding  Herbert  Stallworth  as 
president  in  the  summer  of  1967. 

Since  that  time  he  has  guided 
the  growth  of  the  institution  from 
aninitial  enrollment  of  432  curric- 
ulum students  in  1966  to  a  current 
enrollment  of  almost  1,500  stu- 
dents. The  campus  also  serves 
about  2,500  adults  in  various  part- 
time,  non-credit  courses  through 
its  Division  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion.
